We gath er th at th ey are too busy 
for conversation and counsel, being engaged in manufacturing aeroplanes 
standardized and in quantity.

at ho me are no w. Th ey h ave the big 
essentials o f faith. 


“ Ev ery mo ther's so n o f us is ho nestly at peace with Go d.

cause we are just as sure that we are what the church fo lks call “ right 
with Go d” as we are that we are in the trenches. 
We're o ften afraid 
phy sically afraid o f getting wo unded o r killed. 
But afraid to die? 
No t 
a bit. 


“ It’s bard to ex plain to tho se who hav en't been there, but 
every figh t 
ing man will understand. 
We feel that we hav e wiped o ur slate clean by 
what we are do ing. 
All the little, petty weighing o f 
righ t and wrong h as 
go ne by . 
It’s as simple as black and white, and what we are do ing is 
wh ite 
“ We hav e beco me children again. 
We believ e abso lutely that Go d 
understands, and we are— well, just plain co mfo rtable in o ur hearts.” 
Alo ng with this sense o f security and peace co mes a wo nderful strength­ 
ening o f the manly v irtues. 
It is no nsense to talk o f the “ demo ralizing 
effect o f trench life.” 


“ There is o ne thing certain,” say s Peat, “ y o ur bo y 
is coming h ome 
fro m this war a better man than he was when he went into it. 
I could tell 
o f do zens o f cases I hav e kno wn perso nally o f men who 
were literally born 
again in the trenches.” 


And in this assurance is pro fo und co mfo rt fo r parents 
wh o are worry­ 
ing fo r the spiritual and mo ral welfare o f their so ns: 
“ It’s bitter hard, I kno w, to send y o ur so n away to fight. 
But if y o u 
realize that the war is go ing to giv e him a po st-graduate co urse in the v ery 
thing» y o u'v e tried hardest to teach him, may be it wo n't seem so hard. 
Tho se things are co urage and lo y alty , self-sacrifice, ho nesty , trust in Go d 
a ret i they ? 
Well, tho se are the things he will learn In the trenches. 
Be- 
Jmmu g this, y o a certainly can send him away with a smile o n y o ur face, a 
sasiie o f pride and ho pe.” 
IS the bo y s bring that simple, manly religio n back with them, we wo nt’ 
fcav e to get busy 
sav ing their so ula” when they return. 
They may be sav ­ 
ing o ur eo uia.

'J *UGBOATS are familiar to all who ev er see the Great Lakes, the New 
Yo rk harbo r o r the Hudso n o r East riv er. 
They are small and 
modest, 
but po werful. 
Perhaps but few readers realize the impo rtant part that 
these least co nspicuo us bo ats o f o ur merchant marine 
h ave played and are 
play ing in the war, and ho w it is that the co untry finds 
itself with all too 
few o f them. If we had twice as many o f them as we h ave, th a coal famine 
wo uld nev er hav e reached the height and stress tha t it 
did. 
When the submarines first began their deadly wo rk, merchant sh ips 
were easy marks. The U-bo ats came to the surface, hung aro und in a leis­ 
urely wray , and kept firing to rpedo es o r guns until the merchantman 
went 
to the bo tto m. 
Then the destro y ers began their submarine hunt, and merchant sh ips 
were armed. 
U-bo ats can no w o ften fire but a single sho t, when they must 
quickiy get o ut o f sight, o r they may be destro y ed by 
depth bo mbs or well 
aimed sho ts. 
Hence no t quite so many merchantmen are being sunk, 
but 
a go o d many are being crippled by single sho ts. 
Here co mes in the value o f th e tugboats. 
It is fa reasier to pull a 
crippled ship into port and repair it th an to let it sink and build a new one. 
So a great fleet o f 
our tugboats was called over to th e oth er side, wh ere th ey 
are do ing grand work in towing injured sh ips into h arbor. 
That, ho wev er, crippled our co al carrying fleet, wh ich depends to a con­ 
siderable ex tent on ocean going tugboats for motive power. 
Th is tended to 
break do wn water transportation o f coal on th e Atlantic coast, and th rew 
a tremendo us added burden on th e railroads. 
Th ey h ave h ad to divert coal 
cars fro m th e interior, to supply regions formerly supplied by water. 
Ter 
minals became congested, with a consequent paralysis of all forms of trans­ 
po rtatio n and war work, affecting th e wh ole country.

£ O U N T VON HERTLING, German ch ancellor, righ tly fears th at “ th e tri 
bunal o f the entire world,” to wh ich President Wilson referred, is 
“ prejudiced” against Germany. 
He sh ould reflect th at Germany h as created 
the prejudice, and keeps adding to it. 
Ere long, if th e time h as not already 
co me, it will be impossible to form any peace or arbitration tribunal th at 
the chancello r would consider unprejudiced, except a tribunal composed en 
tirely o f men named by th e kaiser. 
Von Hertling’s agreement with th e four principles announced by Presi­ 
dent Wilson as necessarily to be applied in a mutual exch ange of views, can 
be regarded only as nominal so long as Germany continues to act as sh e is 
acting with helpless Russia. 
Wh at good does it do to agree, for instance, 
to the principle “ th at peoples anti provinces are not to be bartered about 
fro m sovereignty to sovereignty as if th ey were mere ch attels and pawns in 
a game, even th e great game, now forever discredited, of th e balance of 
po wer,’’ and yet to gobble up wh atever of Russian territory sh e wants, at the 
name time asking for a great indemnity, and taking away from th e 
peo ple 
that wh ich th ey h ad already gained by th eir revolution, taking away th e 
o ppo rtunity 
to establish a republican form of government, and 
pro po sing 
to create a new monarch y with a German puppet as emperor or empress? 
Neither the kaiser, the chancello r no r the o ther war lo rds o f Germany 
y et see the light. They are unable to read the handwriting o n the wall, and 
the o nly way to giv e them light and the ability to read the wo rld's v erdict 
is to « ho o t it into them,

pear porous, si fireclay pipe contain­ 
ing pitch is pushed into the metal mix­ 
ture to deoxidize ft. 
There are sev ­ 
eral American methods. One is to melt 
a copper-nickel alloy and then grad­ 
ually add the preheated zinc.

other method rnonel metal is used as 
a base.

and destruction. The damage amounts 
to millions of marks; ev en the safes 
hav e been attacked. 
“In a solicitor’s house, in which,/as 
luck would hav e it, all was In excel­ 
lent taste, including a collection of 
old lace and Eastern works of art, 
ev erything was smashed to bits. 
“I could uot resist taking a little 
memento myself here and there. . . . 
One house was particularly elegant, 
ev erything in the best taste. The hall 
was of light oak; I found a splendid 
raincoat under the staircase ami a 
camera for Felix.”

Y>f an officer in the One Hundred 
Sev enty-eighth regiment, Twelfth Sax­ 
on corps.) 
But his horror apparently was not 
shared by the German commander In 
chief, as is ev ident from the follow­ 
ing: 


“To the People of Liege. 
“The population of Andenne, after 
making a displaj of peaceful Inten­ 
tions toward our tro o ps, attacked them 
in the most treacherous manner. With 
my authorization, the general com­ 
manding these troops has reduced the 
town to ashes and lias had llOpersous 
shot. 
‘‘I bring this fact to the knowledge 
of the people of Liege in order that 
they may know what fate to expect 
should they adopt a similar attitude. 
“Liege, 22d August, 1914. 
“GENERAL YON BUKLOW.” 
Bra nd Whitlock Write« of Ma s s a c re s . 
In his report of September 12, 1917, 
to the secretary of state, Minister 
Whitlock has much to tell of the pol­ 
icy of frightfulness. 
The following 
passages refer to the subject of mas­ 
sacres : 
‘Summary executions took place (at 
Dinant) without the least semblance 
of judgment. 
Tim names and number 
of the v ictims are not known, but they 
must be numerous. 
I hav e been un­ 
able to obtain precise details in this 
respect and the number of persons 
who hav e fled is unknown. Among the

“ Tt wtts there that 12 children under 
the age of six perished from tbe fire 
of the executioners, six of them us 
they lay in their mothers’ arm s:

“ ‘Maurice Betems, elev en months 
old. 
“ 'Nelly Pollet, elev en months old. 
“ ‘Gilda Genoa, eighteen months old. 
‘“ Gilda Marchot, two years old. 
“ ‘Clara Struv uy, two years and six 
mouths.

“ ‘The pile of bodies comprised also ' 
many children from six to fourteen I 
years. 
Eight large families hav e en­ 
tirely disappeared. 
Four hav e but one 
surv iv or. 
Those men that escaped 
death—ttnd many of whom were rid­ 
dled with buffets—were obliged 
to 
bury In a summary and hasty fashion 
their fathers, mothers, brothers or sis­ 
ters: then after hav ing been reliev ed 
of their money and being placed in 
chains they were sent to Caissel (Prus­ 
sia),* ” 
Mr. Hugh Gibson, the secretary of 
our legation in Belgium, v isited Lou­ 
v ain during its systematic destruction 
by the Germans. In “A Journal From 
Our Legation in Belgium,” New York, 
1917, pages 104-165, he relates what 
the German officers told him: 
“It was a story of clearing out civ il­ 
ians front a large part of the town, a 
systematic routing out of tnen from 
cellars and garrets, wholesale shoot­ 
ings, the generous use of machine 
guns, and the free application of the 
torch—the 
whole 
story 
enough 
to 
make one see red. 
And for our guid­ 
ance it was impressed on us that this 
would make people respect Germany 
and think twice about resisting her.” 
German pastors and professors far 
from the excitement of the firing hav e 
defended this policy of frightfuluess, 
e. g .: 
“We are not only compelled to ac­ 
cept the war that is forced upon us 
. . . but are ev en compelled to carry 
on this war with a cruelty, a ruthless­ 
ness, an employment of ev ery Imagin­

DEALERS HIT PACKERS 


Retailers Say Meat Men Plot to 


Rule Trade. 


Le tte rs Show Two More 
Food Aids 
Are in S w ift’s Employ — Inc re a s e 
in Ne gro La bor. 


Chicago, 
Feb. 27.—Additional dis­ 
closures, both from witnesses and let­ 
ters, showing the Chicago packers in 
efforts to stifle competition In the food 
industry, wore made before federal 
trade commission examiners. 
Small deulers, who confessed fenr of 
financial ruin because of their testi­ 
mony, told how Swift & Co., either 
“Steam-rollered” them out of existence 
or brought them into line. 
Francis J. Heney, attorney for the 
commission, Introduced correspondence 
tending to show the “patriotic” ac­ 
tiv ity of other “dollnr-a-day” men act­ 
ing in official caps cities for the food 
administration, while drawing salaries 
from the packers. 
H. B. Collins, assistant head of the 
div ision of co-ordination of purchases 
of the food administration, is one of 
these, Mr. Heney said. 
Collins has drawn a salary of $10,- 
000 a year from Swift & Co. as mana­ 
ger of its produce department up to 
January 28— the date of rhe last check 
by the trade board. 
W. 
F. 
Priebe, 
whose 
name 
was 
brought out the prev ious day, and who 
has 
been 
known 
generally 
as 
the 
“largest independent poultry and egg 
dealer,” was shown to be on the pay 
roll of Swift & Co. at a salary of $275 
a month. 
He is chief of the div ision of poultry, 
eggs and perishable markets for the 
food administration, and “W. F. Priebe 
& Co.” is owned by Swift & Co. 
With regard to the increase iu negro 
labor Mr. Heney produced figures show­ 
ing that Armoyr «Sc Co. employed 1.800 
negroes in 1910, compared with 2,900 
in 1918. Comparisons of others of the 
packers follow: 
Morris & Co., 1,116 in 1910; 2,150 In 
1917. 
Swift & Co., 2,100 in 1910; 2,032 In 
1917. 
An increase was noted in the em­ 
ployee roll of Libby, McNeil A Libby. 
On August 15 J. Burns of the Denv er 
plant of Swift A Co. wrote Louis F. 
Swift he had started an employment 
bureau and would try to obtain negro 
help to the extent of 15 per cent of 
the plant’s labor help.

Rubbe r in India. 
In southern India a factory at which 
high-grade rubber is made resembles a 
dairy, the tnllkllke appearance of the 
latex adding to tills illusion, as well 
us the precautions taken to insure ab­ 
solute cleanliness, says the Family 
Herald. One of two methods of manu­ 
facture is generaMy adopted. 
If the 
estate is young and only a few trees 
are being tupped the rubber is made 
in the form of biscuits or sheets. The 
latex is put into shallow, round dishes 
or oblong pans and u certain quuntity 
of acetic acid added to it. 
This is 
the coagulating agent most generally 
used. 
After standing for some hours 
the rubber is found floating on the top 
of the dish in a white, spougy clot. 
This Is remov ed and washed and rolled
